Attorney Sid Radus reported on a 
recent State Supreme Court decision 
which forthe first time in 40 vears, 
gees ciuzens the right. by migative.

Radus said that an old 
dessten was reversed and. as a 
byproduct. ended an injunction 
against local residents. 

The attorney said that ozoning ts 
the name of the game in Yorba 
Linda. He recounted how the early 
YLHA had been successful in just 
one of several attempts to regulate 
zoning. 

He said that incorporation of the 
city [0 vears avo was predicated on 
zoning controversy but, because of 
the makeup of the City Council then, 
the situation didn’t change much 
from what wt had been under the 
county. 

David Dunn, speaking for the real 
estate representatives of Southern 


Pacific Railroad, told of indefinite 
plans to convert railroad property 
between Yorba Linda and Imperial 
extending to Lemen including Nixon 
Park. into a shopping center.

The new Central Kitchen to be 
built with other facilities at the Casa 
Loma site of the Yorba Linda School 
District will be able to handle 5,000 
meals per day. 

That will be sufficient if the 
district is transformed from = an 
elementary to a unified one. In the 
meantime. the excess capacity may 
get some outside use. 

District Deputy Superintendent 
Elton Patridge got trustee approval 
to talk to other districts, private 
schools and non-educational groups 
about utilizing the facilities. 

Patridge said he would approach 
other districts about using their 
personnel to prepare lunches which 
would include the YLSD lunches. He 
added that such programs as Meals 
on Wheels might also be interested.

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Chino Hills Park 


A first substantial effort to convert 
the expanse of the Chino Hills, long 
threatened by an_ international 
airport, into a wilderness and open 
space area, was reported by a task 
force meeting with the state of 
California last week. 

Sam Cooper. mayor pro tem of 
Brea, chairman of the Chino Hills 
Open Space Committee, reported 
that progress has been made. 

‘The state made a commitment to 
participate, equally with the four 
counties involved in a_ feasibility 
study,’ Cooper related. ‘‘Each 
county represented agreed to 
authorize a member of their staff to 
participate in the preparation of a 
feasibility study. 

“The = feasibility study — will 
consider approximately 8,000 to 
12,000 acres for park purposes. 
September | was agreed to as a 
target date for all cooperating 
agencies to complete the study.” 

The meeting, Cooper reported 
was attended by representtives from 
the four counties of Orange. Los 


Angeles. San Bernardino and 
Riverside: the state of California, 
the Southern Calttornia Association 
of Governments tSCAG), Senater 
John Brigys office: Assemblyman 
Bruce Nestande’s office and the city 
of Brea. 

Cooper explained that 4 complet- 
ed outline drawn up by the four 
counties will be required — for 
submittal to the state of California 
prior to any expenditures by the 
state for the proposed park or an 
open space area. 

Approximately 08.000 acres are 
involved in the study area, Cooper 
added. ‘The challenge will be to 
determine the possible park area 
that will be satisfactory to the state 
and the, four counties involved. 
Working together was the central 
goal of those who attended the 
meeting.” 


Cooper explained that this 1s the 
first time that the state of California 
has made any commitment for such 
a study.

Kinan, were at a recent board 
meeting and participated in a 
lengthy discussion with the trustees 
about the report, 

To improve the program, the 
report recommended several steps 
which the district: should pursue, 
some of them as soon as possible. 
Some program innovations — or 
restorations would not cost) any 
money but those which would would 
amount to approximately $100,000. 

The committee rejected a 
complete reorganization of the 
junior high program. Programs 
investigated by visiting several 
sother districts but not recommended 
included one which would be at the 
“middle school" level or fifth 
through eighth grades. 

The four immediate needs were 
listed by the committee as: restoring 
the seven period day with three 
additional classroom teachers, the 
hiring of two counselors, renewing 
extracurricular activities and the 
employment of a school nurse. 

Five other recommendations 
would: provide books on a 
one-to-one basis, set aside eight 
minimum days for teacher programs 


on an inter-school and intra-school 


basis. establishing a district 
community relations — program, 
encouraging teacher (raining pro- 
grams and using extra clerical 


workers to handle paperwork at the 
beginning of the school vear. 


The committee advised that 
“weaknesses” in) the program 
included: a shortage of op- 
portunities for exploration into 


elective subjects for students, need 
fora counselor and. or nurse to meet 
“emotional needs of adolescents” 
and shortages of textbooks. 

Despite the shortcomings the 
committee found that the program 
has many strong points. Among 
them is personalized instruction, 
excellent teacher/student, teacher: 
administration rapport; an except- 
ional program for remedial reading 
and an adequate library learning 
center. 

The committee called the report 
‘‘a beginning, not the end."’ That 
was agreed to by the trustees when 
they set Thursday, March 10 as the 
date for a workshop to delve deeply 
into the report with the ommittee. 
The workshop will p 2cede the 
board's regular bi-mont) y meeting.
